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What to do about conditions in Bristol Terrace? 


Ronald Zweig, Bristol Township manager, told 
me the township building inspector, in conjunction 
with the federal government, is conducting a pilot 
study program of urban renewal for this area. 


However, a former township building inspector 
said the buildings are structurally sound and meet 
the building code requirements. He also said they 
are more fire resistant than many other dwellings 
in the township. 
He continued: “The housing conditions are cre­ 
ated by the residents. The owners have tried to 
maintain a respectable looking place but the peo­ 
ple who live there fail to cooperate with them. 


Cites Owners’ Cooperation 


“I know of instances where the owners have 
taken in families who could not pay their first 
month’s rent, just to help them get started. But 
they got little thanks for their kindness. Some of 
these same people are behind one, two or three 
months in their rent. 
“The owners have bent over backwards to 
cooperate with the township many times, too,” he 
said. 
Zweig also made a similar point by telling me 
that 95 per cent of the township’s housing problems 
are in rental units. 


Says Commissioners Satisfied 


A spokesman for the firm which owns the Ter­ 
race said the present building inspector rated the 
Terrace as the best low cost housing in the area. 


“We have taken the commissioners through 
here and they were satisfied,” he said. However, 
he would say no more than this. 


Along with urban renewal, Zweig said the town­ 
ship is considering a licensing rental plan. In sub­ 
stance this would require a landlord to obtain a 
license, the building inspector would have to ap­ 
prove the premises, declaring them in good re­ 
pair and liveable.
